DIES, WRITER FOR 


POST -DISPATCH 


Reporter on Staff 64 


Years — Covered 
News, Features of 
Rural Areas.

Francis Albert Behymer, Post- 
Dispatch reporter and feature 


writer who served on this news- 
paper's staff for 64 years until 
his retirement in 1952, died of 
a heart attack last night at 
Alton Memorial Hospital, Alton. 
He was 86 years old. 


Mr. Behymer became ill vyes-

where he and 
wife last month had cele- 


brated their sixty-fifth wedding 


anniversary. 

Known as the dean of Post- 
Dispatch reporters, Mr. Behy- 
mer continued to contribute ar- 
ticles and book reviews to the 
newspaper after his formal re- 
tirement. His most recent re- 
view appeared July 3. In his 
byline, he used the initials of 
his first two names—‘'F.A.’— 
and was popularly known as 
“Mr. Bee.” 

Joined Staff in 1888. 

He joined the Post-Dispatch 
Oct. 29, 1888, at 18, as a proof- 
reader. He became a member 
of the news staff four years 
later. 

His first news assignments 
were aS a suburban correspond- 
ent. He covered the Belleville 
beat when the St. Clair county 
seat was considered a “hot news 
spot” because of lax law en- 
forcement by the police depart- 
ment there. 

Later, about 1900, he came 
into the main office and his 
territory was expanded until he 
became well known to newspa- 
per readers as a by-line chron- 
icler of day-to-day news in rural 
Missouri, Illinois, Arkansas and 
western Kentucky. 

He became assistant city edi- 
tor and assistant Sunday editor, 
but disliked the routine of desk 
work. He returned happily to 
reportorial assignments after 
the office stints, writing of hill- 
billy feuds, lynchings, murder 
trials and features about cour- 
try folk in a simple, lyrical 
style which projected the per- 
sonality of his subjects into the 
stories 

His first city editor 
late Charles E. Chapin, who 
later headed the city desk at 
the New York Evening World 
and was rated one of the strict- 
est martinets in the business 
Mr. Behymer insisted Chapin 
made a newspaper man out of 
him by keeping him scared all 
the time 

In those days, Mr. Behyrher 
reminisced, he worked 10 to 18 
hours a day, seven days a week. 
Once he went 64 hours with- 
out sleep, trailing a Cairo (IIL) 
sheriff who was moving about 
the Southern Illinois country- 
side with a Negro murder sus- 
pect in a vain effort to escape 
a lynching mob.

West German 
leaders fear this would lead to 
a parade of similar acts by 
other Asiatic and Middle East 
countries. They have announced 
that such recognition would be 
considered by West Germany as 
a nostile act.

ed Veteran. 

Two St. Louis men arrested | 
in an East St. Louis night club | 
early Saturday were identified | 
yesterday by Russell E. Bovier 
as the pair who commandeered 


his automobile earlier that night 
and beat and robbed him dur- 


ing a wild ride through St. 


Louis streets, police reported 
The men whom officers seized 
at pistol point as they sat in 


the Blue Flame Club. Seven- 


teenth street and. Broadway, 
Bave their names as Donald 
Bussmeyer, 21 years old, 2800 
block of North Twenty-third 
Street, and Thomas A. Edwards, 
23, of the 3300 block of North | 
Ninth street. 

Bussmeyer tried to draw a 
pistol but was quickly dis- 
armed, police said. Bussmeyer 
had a .38-caliber revolver with 
five empty cartrigdes and Ed- 
wards had a 9-millimeter auto- 
matic pistol of foreign make. 

The two denied abducting 
Bovier. 

Positive of Identity. 

Bovier, Air Force veteran 
who spent eight months as a 
German prisoner in World War 
II, said he could identify the 
two positively as the men who 
took over his car, beat him with 
their pistols and robbed him of 
$57 in a harassing hour-long 
ride. 

The men forced their way 
into Bovier’s machine when he 
halted for an electric signal at 
Cass avenue and Grand boule- 
vard at 2 am. They drove 
through north and south St. 
Louis streets, firing at pursu- 
ers. Bovier escaped when they 
halted at a restaurans at 2402 
South Broadway. 

A waitress, Mrs. Eunice-Phil- 
lips, id@ntified Bussmeyer today 
as the man who came into the 
establishment and ordered six 
hamburgers, police said 

Bovier, 39, a pattern-maker 
for International Shoe Co., said 
he might have been killed if 
he had not feigned unconscious- 
ness. He said X-rays had con- 
firmed that his skull was frac- 
tured. He has a wife and five 
children. They live at 10307 St. 
Joan lane, St. Ann. 

Long Police Records. 

The arrest of Bussmeyer and 
Edwards, both of whom have 
long police records, followed a 
series of East St. Louis esca- 
pades during which they al- 
legedly commandeered the au-~ 
tomobile of Henry Noland, a 
Negro, 1719 Trendley avenue. 

Noland said the men ordered 
him to drive out of ‘own but he 
ran out of gasoline at Four- 
teenth and State streets. They 
then flagged a taxicab and went 
to the night club where De- 
tective Sgt. James Cronin and 
Patrolman John D. Gray made 
the arrest. 

St. Louis police said Edwards 
was arrested in 1946 for auto- 
mobile theft and sentenced to 
two years in the Boonville re- 
formatory, and later to a term 
in the Federal reformatory at 
El Reno, Okla. They said Buss- 
meyer had been sentenced to a 
year in the McAlester (Okla 
penitentiary for attempted bur- 
glary.

Other 
industrial workers will then 
cite the fact of increased steel 
prices in support of their de- 
mands for pay increases. 

A $25 lawnmower, containing 
steel which would cost an extra 
dime after a $7-a-ton steel price 
increase, for instance, probably 
will be advanced in price $1 or 
$2 before it reaches the man 
who is going to push it. All 
along the line, from manufac- 
turer to consumer, profit mar- 
gins will be increased. And so 
it will be with automobiles and 
appliances. 

Steel Prices Already Rising. 


Already the smaller _ steel 
companies not affected by the 
strike, representing about -10 
per cent of the productive ca- 
pacity of the industry, are in- 
creasing prices by $7 to $16 a 
ton. The gray market will be 
even higher if the strike is pro- 
tracted. An eventual general in- 
crease of $10 to $12 is expected 
after an agreement is reached 
The present average price 1s 
$130 a ton. 

In 1952, with a war on in 
Korea, President Harry Tru- 
man took vigorous action when 
efforts to settle contract con- 
troversies by negotiation proved 
fruitless. After the union had 
postponed a strike for 120 days, 
the President seized the steel 
companies and they continued 
to operate. 

Clarence B. Randall, presi- 
dent of the Insand Steel Co. of 
Chicago, as spokesman for man- 
agement, took to the radio in a 
nation-wide broadcast, bitterly) 
attacked the President and 
quoted US.W. officers as say- 
ing they had “a rather friendly 
gentleman in the White House.” 

When the -Supreme Court 
held the seizure unconstitution- 
al, the plants were returned to 
their owners and in less than 
an hour what proved to be the 
longest and costliest strike in 
the steel industry was under 
way.

Usury in Home Mortgages 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was a real estate agent when 
good. old Uncle Sam created the 
HOLC almost overnight so that thou- 
sands of people would not lose their 
homes because the private money 
lenders “konked out” and were 
afraid to lend or renew loans when 
they matured.

So good old Uncle created 
the FHA loan system so the mort- 
gage bankers would come out of 
their shells. Later the G.I. partially 
guaranteed loans were put into ef- 
fect for our veterans who fought 
over battlefields while a lot of folks 
at home fought over dollars. 

Those boys needed a start when 
they got back to a greatly inflated 
homefront. G.I. loans at 4 per cent 
interest, partly guaranteed, were OK 
for a while, but eventually No. 

The mortgage banker said we want 
4)6 per cent interest, then there will 
be ample funds for G.I. loans; s0 
Uncle said OK we will make it 
44 per cent, the same as FHA, Did 
the funds become ample? No. 

Then the lenders said they wanted 

an FHA loan for every G.I. loan 
they made; so we tried that for a 
while. But before long, no more 
G.I. loans unless the veteran pays 
one point and the seller one or two 
points. But that did not satisfy the 
great thirst of the lenders until to- 
day they have the gall to ask, and 
get as much as 15 per cent from the 
seller. That is usury. 
. Finally the lenders now say, “We 
have recommended that Congress 
should permit a flexible interest rate 
in order: to eliminate the need for 
discounts.” What do they think Con- 
gress is, a pack of nitwits? 

Here’s hoping I never see the day 
that Congress permits the mortgage 
lenders to increase the interest rate 
on loans guaranteed by the United 
States Government.

A Tough One 

President Eisenhower is back at his desk in 
the White House and on it he finds one of the 
biggest problems—perhaps the very biggest— 
in his three and a half years in the great office 
that he occupies. ’ 

This big problem is what to do about Soviet 
Russia's proposal for the United States and 
Britain to join the Soviet Union in an agreement 
to stop the testing of nuclear weapons. 

The proposal, timed with the Kremlin’s 
shrewd eye in such things, comes when the 
United States is about midway through a long 
stretch of tests in the Pacific. Only last week 
it was reported from the Pentagon that the 
United States would continue hydrogen bomb 
experiments well into August. 

The Russian move shows that the-Kremlin’s 
new Foreign Minister, Dmitri T. Shepilov, is 
not going to sit back and wait for the Western 
nations to take the lead in proposals that will 
appeal to the uncommitted millions in India, 
Africa and elsewhere. It amounts to fair warn- 
ing that the Eisenhower Administration must 
buckle down to the serious business of pre- 
senting the case for democratic freedom in the 
context of 1956—not in the old framework that 


Secretary of State Dulles seems to think still 


exists. 

As proposed by the Soviet Foreign Minister, 
the plan for ending tests of nuclear weapons 
could take any of several forms. It could be 
worked out through the United Nations. It could 
be achieved through separate pacts among the 
three nations that are the leaders in nuclear 
weapons testing. It could come in simple dec- 
larations by the three governments. 

To make the proposal the more appealing to 
war-weary peoples of Asia and Europe, the 
Shepilov statement was made public after the 
Supreme Soviet called on the parliaments of 
all nations-for “an end to the arms race” and 
“faster progress toward disarmament.” 

No one who is familiar with the Soviet Union's 
record of broken promises since World War II 
will argue that this proposal should be taken 
at face value. Any disarmament program, large 
or small, must be conditioned on a genuine 
inspection system which will assure that all 
parties are living up to the agreement. 

Yet the United States cannot allow itself to 
appear as a militaristic, war-bent power to 
the uncommitted peoples. The Soviet proposal 
requires careful, thoughtful and skillful han- 
dling. President Eisenhower goes back to Wash- 
ington with a really tough new international 
problem, to say nothing of the problem of get- 
ting adequate Republican support for his legis- 
lative program in a Democratic Congress.

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For a Decision on the Plaza 

Almost six weeks have slipped by since the 
city’s Land Clearance for Redevelopment Au- 
thority took under advisement a $450,000 offer 
for the cleared ground in the Plaza area. That 
offer came from the Urban Redevelopment 
Corp. _ Surely the time is rapidly approaching 
when the municipal agency ought to decide 
whether to take it or leave it. 

The Redevelopment Corp. was the only bidder 
for the 6.65-acre tract. It proposes to erect five 
15-story buildings containing 1087 apartments 
for middle-income tenants—a project that has 
been a civic dream for something like a decade. 
Unhappily, however, the dream has so far re- 
fused to come true. 

The Land Clearance Authority has talked in 
terms of turning the site over to redevelopers 
in August, If that is still the target it will have 
to move with some speed. A mandatory 30-day 
waiting period must follow selection of the re- 
developer. This is to permit the Board of Alder- 
men w file objections if there be any. 

On the face of it, the Land Clearance Authori- 
ty’s decision ought not to be too difficult. There 
is only one bidder. If the $450,000 offer appears 
to b@ reasonable, accept it; if not, reject it and 
call for new bids, Every effort ought to be made 
to put the Plaza ground to more productive use 
than the growing of a crop of weeds. 
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A $40,000,000 Military Failure 

The Armed Services Information and Educa- 
tion Program has at last received a thorough 
and objective going over and been found highly 
unsatisfactory. 

Fifty educators, industrialists and Army offi- 
cers participated in the two-year study made 
by the Fund for the Advancement of Education. 
There seems to be no good reason for question- 
ing their verdict. 

It is alarming to learn their opinion: 

The program does not give service men 
a clear philosophy of why they are in 
uniform. 

It is educationally substandard. 

The material used is generally inferior. 

Some of_the programs are harmful, es- 


pecially in the way service men are indoc- 
trinated against Communism. 


The report indicates the Air Force had the 
best program, praises parts of the Navy and 
Marine programs and heaps most of the criticism 
on the Army, which is the largest of the services 
and has a higher ratio of officers assigned to 
I. and E. work. It may be remembered that 
during World War II and the’ Korean war the 
Army also had much trouble with its I. and E. 
program. 

The remedy” An early and comprehensive 
survey of the Armed Services educational needs 
for the next 10 years and the obtaining of 
greater aid from civilian educators, institutions 
and foundations. 

The I. and E. program is now costing a total 
of $40,000,000 annually. That is said to exceed 
the combined budget of any two or three of our 
largest universities. Yet the Army and its sister 
services are wasting much of that $40,000,000, 
according to the two-year survey and summary. 

Since Secretary of Defense Wilson has a 
reputation as an economizer perhaps he will 
exert his influence to see that this waste is 
stopped as soon as possible. 
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Why Do It? 

However honorable his motives, Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell made a mistake, we believe, when 
he gave the influential support of his office to 
Representative Francis E. Walter's bill to extend 
the loyalty system to all federal employes. This 
measure, if adopted, would set aside a Supreme 
Court decision that the system is applicable 
only to so-called sensitive positions. 

Undoubtedly the Government should exercise 
the utmost prudence in connection with, say, im- 
portant military, diplomatic and scientific posi- 
tions concerned with genuine secrets of state. To 
follow any other policy would be foolhardy. But 
it is extremely doubtful whether it is worth the 
cost to run security checks—and they are expen- 
sive—on men and women whose work affords no 
opportunities for undermining national security. 

Chief Justice Warren has warned the nation 
how wide the security system has been spread, 
now reaching employes of private firms which 
happen to have a Government contract. The 
Court pointed out that the law on which the 
system is based never was meant to support this 
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bureaucracy of investigation. All the Court can 
do of course is to enforce laws passed by. Con- 
gress within the framework of the Constitution. 
If Congress wants to do so, it can write a new 
and broader law which will be subject only to 
the test of constitutionality. 

It is wasteful to saddle the Government and 
the taxpayers with a heavy expense which will 
not contribute to security but to needless per- 
sonal harassment. 


1 City Manager for St. Louis? 
Would St. Louis be better off with a council- 


manager form of government? That is one of 
the perplexing questions facing the charter free- 


Mayor William E. Kemp of Kansas City—as the 
freeholders did—the answer bounces back clear- 
ly and affirmatively. 

The council-manager form has proved to be 
a striking success in smaller cities. University 
City in this area is a flourishing example. When 
operated properly the plan tends to resolve the 
apparent conflict between democracy and effi- 
ciency. A small council elected on a nonpartisan 
ballot sets policy and is directly responsible to 
the will of the people. A professionally-trained 
manager implements the council’s decisions. 

The attractiveness of this method is attested 
in part at least by the number of American 
communities that have adopted it. In the popu- 
lation group 25,000 to 50,000, for example, 123 
of the 249 cities—just about half—have em- 
braced the plan. More than half the 126 cities 
from 50,000 to 100,000 population operate with 
managers. The plan is the basis of local govern- 
ment in 33 of the 88 cities with‘ populations 
ranging from 100,000 to 500,000. 

Only when the level of communities over 
500,000 population is reached does this excep- 
tional showing fall off. Only two of 18 commu- 
nities in this class are manager-run. They are 
Cincinnati and Kansas City. Former Mayor 
Kemp’s opinion, however, is that there is no 
reason why the plan would not work as well in 
larger communities. He added: “I think you 
need it worse in a larger city.” Many students 
of local government will be inclined to agree 
with him. , 

In any event, it is a subject to which the free- 
holders ought to give serious consideration. And 
if they think the council-manager plan might 
prove the best frame for sound and economical 
government here they ought not to hesitate to 
recommend it.

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Get Out All the Facts 


The competition among leading Illinois news- 
papers in digging out the news about the 
scandal in the office of State Auditor Orville 
E. Hodge of franite City is writing a chapter 
in the history of journalism in the Prairie 
State. 

First The Chicago Daily News presented a 
series of reports on the odd-looking payrolls 
in Auditor Hodge's office. Then it got into the 
matter of the questionable state checks, run- 
ning to around $500,000, many of them put 
through the Southmoor Bank and Trust Co., 
Chicago. 

Now the Chicago Daily Tribune has printed 
an account of how the scandalous financial op- 
erations were allegedly conducted. Quoting the 
resigned bank president, Edward A. Hintz, the 
Tribune says the Auditor personally made ar- 
rangements for the cashing of checks written 
out to individuals or firms that did not get any 
of the money. The Tribune quotes the bank's 
ex-president as saying that he personally ap- 
proved the checks as brought to him by Edward 
Epping of Lebanon, Auditor Hodge's office 
manager, and directed a cashier to pay the 
money. Cash was kept at the bank in a large 
envelope marked “Hodge” but was not de- 
posited. 

The Tribune reports that $269,568.27 of these 
checks were cashed at the Southmoor Bank. 
Where were the rest cashed and what were 
the arrangements and who was in on it? There 
are more and more things to know about this 
amazing scandal. 


Wearers of the White Collar 


The white collar has been regarded as a badge 
of labor aristocracy by many of its wearers. But 
the white collar has fallen behind the overall, 
according to Economic Trends and Outlook, 
monthly publication of the AFL-CIO Economic 
Policy Committee. A study of the 15 years from 
1940 through 1954 shows the number of white- 
collar workers increased more than twice as 
much as manual workers—67 per cent. “Ordi- 
narily,” says the publication, “such an inerease 
in demand would be expected to force employ- 
ers to offer continually greater inducements to 
attract workers.” 

Instead, while skilled workers were increas- 
ing their pay 233 per cent, clerical workers went 
up only 163 per cent. Benefits which the man in 
the white collar had enjoyed over the man in 
the blue denim suit spread increasingly to the 
latter—holidays and vacations with pay, sick 
leave, pensions, welfare benefits. Most plant 
workers still do not receive until the end of two 
or three years the two-week vacation with pay 
which is standard after one year in the office, 
but on other points they lead. Sickness and ac- 
cident, hospital and surgical benefits are more 
prevalent among them than among the white- 
collared, the publication reports. 

The union committee attributes the white- 
collar lag to relative lack of unionism. What- 
ever the cause, it is an evident inequity, and 
when one element of the labor force falls behind 
the others in its share of the rewards, whether 
farmers or clerical workers, the whole economy 
suffers. The lag in white-collar compensation 
represents a market which does not exist.

Tax Figures and Fancies 
As an argument against a federal dam at 
Hell's Canyon in the Pacific Northwest, Illinois 
Tax Facts, a bulletin of the Taxpayers’ Federa- 
tion of Illinois, says: 

If the project is developed by the Federal 
Government, no taxes would be paid. But if 
it is developed by the Idaho Power Co., a 
private company, then federal, state and 


local governments would collect thousands 
of dollars in taxes on it. 


Only a few weeks earlier, TVA had announced, 
for the Taxpayers’ Federation and all others to 
read, that tax and in-lieu-of-tax payments for 
the fiscal year ended June 30 by itself and its 
distributors totaled nearly $11,000,000. These 
payments were made to states and counties. 
They totaled $7,782,000 more than the former 
property taxes on all reservoir lands and all 
privately-owned power properties acquired by 
TVA and its distributors. 

If the TVA system were privately owned, it 
would pay a still larger amount in taxes, of 
course. But if it had waited on private owner- 
ship, it would never have come into existence. 
Wealth which is paying returns to state and 
county tre would never have been de- 
veloped. With all due respect to the Taxpayers’ 
Federation of Illinois, these are the tax facts.

A Letter to The Christian Science Monitor 


In a recent Monitor, I read with in- 
terest the editorial “Steel, on Negotia- 
tion’s Eve,” wherein was stated in part: 
“In anticipation the industry has been 
schooling the public on the comfortable 
living standards the steelworkers now 
enjoy.” 

As a steelworker’s wife, this never 
ceases to irk me knowing how we have 
had to scrimp and cut every corner with 
no luxuries to keep our family of six 
supplied, and not 
always without out- 
side help either. 

When the steel 
industry publishes 
the average pay of 
the steelworker, is 
it not true that this 
average is based on 
the wages of all 
locally employed 
men including first 
helpers, rollers and 
foremen? If s0, 
this is not just cal- 
culating, as the first 
helpers, rollers and 
foremen are non- 
union men receiving much larger pay 
and bonuses. 

Does the general public know that 
laborers who repair the furnaces now 
receive between $1.58 and $1.89 per 
hour, and what these men do to earn 
that money? They wear wooden shoes 
to descend into these still-hot furnaces 
and are allowed to remain only 10 min- 
utes at a time, and even so come up 
their shoes smoldering from the intense 
heat. :, 

In comparison to these wages has the 
public considered that carpenters, 
steamfitters and electricians in private 
industry are now receiving, in most 
parts of the country, $2.50 to $3 per 
hour under their union? Does this 
sound like an overpaid steelworker 
when one broadens one’s scope to look 
into the other man’s paycheck. 

Very few are aware of the extreme 
hazard in the steelworker’s job because 
of the nominal amount of plant acci- 
dents. This is easily understandable. 
A steelworker knows the danger. He 
realizes that in most instances he has 
only one chance to make a mistake. 
That is what keeps the steelworker's 
job hazard out of print. 


Much credit is due the company in 
job safety as they have and are still 
trving to cut down on job hazards— 
anything humanly possible to save their 
men. 

With regard to strikes, I hate them. 
They are not a necessary evil. Strikes 
cheat children and women all over our 
nation. One industry cannot get along 
without another. 

At the time of a big strike a few 
years ago the men were awarded a 
package increase of 10 cents per hour. 
My husband returned to work with $400 
additional indebtedness incurred. Get- 


ting back to work at a 10-cent raise, in 
short, meant tightening the belt and go- 
ing with less than normal to try and 
get caught up. This catching up took 
over six months. 

Why didn’t he work in the mean- 
time? Because there were 20 men 
after every other job with the steel 
industry on strike. Who suffered most? 
The men talked and picketed; the union 
talked; the industry talked: and the 
children could not live on talk. 


We are grateful for our income. The 
industry is not entirely to blame. They 
are a good company to work for. My 
husband likes his work better than any 
he has ever done before. It would just 
take a little giving on both sides, the 
union and industry, to reach a settle- 
ment before striking. 


The union is now asking for higher 
wages. Isn't this just in view of the 
foregoing? Isn't it fair to enjoy the 
fruits of the harvest as well as the 
lean years? These men have hazards 
second only to miners. The little men 
in the steel plant have the job hazards. 


The union is asking for weekend pre- 
mium pay. The steel company must 
have a full crew at all times. This 
means factually that some men have 
different days off and must always take 
Saturday and Sunday off while others 
have days during the week off. What 
is to be termed “weekend” in this de- 
mand? 

The union wants supplemental unem- 
ployment benefits. This is necessary. 
It will guarantee a livable amount for 
children if a man is laid off, plus the 
fact that if an industry is compelled 
to contribute to a man’s unemployment, 
it will necessarily take profund steps to 
insure a man’s employment. 


The union wants a closed union shop. 
Why, if the first helpers, rollers, etc., 
are not to be included? Wouldn't it be 
far better for the steelworkers if their 
union would straighten out the present 
mixup of plant rights and department 
rights? 

I think the union goes a trifle over- 
board on this vacation deal. How many 
companies in existence today allow 
more than a two weeks’ vacation with 
pay? I haven't worked for any. 


The steelworker has many privileges 
that other companies to this day do not 
offer their men. For instance, their 
credit union, their savings plan, loan 
plan at a very low rate of interest. They 
have the best in Blue Shield and Blue 
Cross. 

If we can’t solve company and union 
relationships without striking, how do 
we expect to solve wars? Let's bring 
the steel man up to his rightful level 
without this yearly bickering. Mr. 
Steel Industry and Mr. Union, stop and 
think: Who gave you the right to in- 
flict misery on children?

Crucial Battle of Britain 


SQUADRON AIRBORNE, by Elleston Trevor. (The 

MacMillan Co., 249 pgs., $3.50.) 

It is somewhat of an understatement 
to report that the English language has 
traveled different paths in the Old 
World and the New:since those days in 
the Eighteenth Century when all Eng- 
lish-speaking people spoke the same 
language. 

How far apart the paths have 
traveled is demonstrated in “Squadron 
Airborne,” which, after a somewhat un- 
even start, turns out to be an excellent 
war story. But for awhie, before the 
reader becomes acclimated to the rari- 
fied atmosphere of English idiom, en- 
tire paragraphs are almost unintelligi- 
ble. It reads, as 
a matter of fact, 
somewhat like Ca- 
sey Stengel would 
sound explaining 
inside baseball to a 
British cricket fan. 

The reader will 
come across this 
bit of unintelligibil- 
ity in a little by- 
play occurring at 
an English aer- 
drome: 

“What?” he asked. 

Prebble said 
again: “Don’t flan- 
nel.” 

Cornelius didn’t know what he was 
-talking about (neither did this reader), 
so he just said, “Oh, belt,” and walked 
out of the billet. 

Somewhere along the line Trevor 
warms up, however, and his account of 
a week in the life of a Royal Air Force 
squadron begins to jell. It reaches a 
terrific climax in telling how “the Few” 
battled Germany’s mighty air armada 
in the summer of 1940. 

Trevor's evaluation of the young air- 
men, as seen through the éyes of Squad- 
ron -Leader Bill Mason, is a master- 
piece of writing. So are his above-the- 
clouds battle scenes, written lucidly in 
simple, driving, ‘basic English. In deal- 
ing with the causes and effects of bat- 
tle fatigue he seems to know what he 
is about, too. This is Trevor’s second 
successful novel about World War II, 
the other, “The Big Pick-Up,” being a 
stirring account of Dunkirk.

This is a delightful book, for the per- 
son planning a trip to Germany, the 
reminiscing returned traveler, or the 
armchair voyager who likes to visit 
other lands via books. One of a series 
which has covered most of the other 
European countries, it is part history, 
part a recital of folklore and legends, 
part guide book, part gourmet's refer- 
ence. Its easy going informative style 
tells of the Lochner altar in the Koln 
cathedral and the Munster bakery 
which carries 17 kinds of bread. of the 
pfefferpot that’s served in Dortmund, 
and the “sensationally pathetic appear- 
ance of postwar Berlin.” 

A chapter is devoted to each West 
German province with notes on all ma- 
jor towns and many minor ones of in- 
terest. Up to date, it notes landmarks 
ravaged by war and those which have 
been rebuilt. There are sidelights, too, 


“on the personalities of the various peo- 


ples, the Westphalians who love prac-

High-Minded Aim, 
Routine Drama

NEW YORK. 

ELIGION has always been a highly salable com- 
modity both in the movies, where Cecil B. DeMille 
made a couple of fortunes out of both Testa- 

ments, and in the bookstores where best sellers almost 
always include a cou- 
ple of books related 
in some ways to re- 


on. 

Naturally, the tele- 
vision people have 
not-been blind to this 
happy mixture of box 
office and uplift, but 
no one has ever Man- 
aged a TV religious 
program that has 
caused the people to 
flock to it as they 
have to the book- 
stores or to the 
movies. One of the 
most spirited at- 
tempts so far has 
been ABC - TV's 
“Crossroads” (KSD- 
TV 10:30 p.m., Thurs- 
days) which has won 
a number of prizes, 
largely, I think, for high purpose rather than achieve- 
ment. 

“Crossroads” is a frankly commercial series based, 
according to the narrator, on true stories of the adven- 
tures of priests, ministers and rabbis. If you see two 
or three of them, you're likely to come away with the 
impression that the men of the cloth, in addition to 
conducting the spiritual affairs of the parish, have also 
to be pretty good private eyes, lawyers and even cloak- 
* ‘and-dagger intelligence operatives. The emphasis is 
likely to fall on their adventurous activities rather 
than their spiritual ones, though, of course, there's a 
good deal of that, too. 
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AS AN EXAMPLE of the sort of thing the clerics 
run into, a recent one concerned a rabbi who is giving 
spiritual comfort to a young man doomed to the chair 
= for murder. It is the rabbi's conviction that the young 
: man didn’t do the actual killing, though he was un-

With the 
assistance of a cop and a G.I., the minister breaks up 
that racket and restores the girl to her husband. 

One of the forthcoming dramas is about a Baptist 
minister who smuggles Bibles through the iron cur- 
tain. That should give you some idea of the sort of 
plots that occupy the attention of “Crossroads,” none 
of them likely to cause any conversions in the home 
audience, or even to cause much soul-searching. The 
reason is that in spite of their high-minded aims, they 
4 are pretty routine dramas with some painfully ordinary 
writing. Some good actors, including Paul Kelly, 
Luther Adler, Pat O’Brien, Vincent Price, Arthur 
Franc and Richard Denning, have struggled manfully 
with the roles of ministers, rabbis and priests on the 
program, but, possibly because of the limitations of 
the material, I have yet to sec anything I'd call a 
memorable performance.

The Changing Face of Niagara Falls 


They Are Being Ruined by Nature's Forces and Some Day Will Be No More

BUFFALO, N.Y., July 16. 

T won't happen for several 

thousand years, 

remains, geologists and " 
neers agree, that the day will 
come when there no 
Niagara Falls. Instead, it will 
be a mere series of cascades 
and rapids, and the famous falls 
sw Maa only in the history 


The rock slide of June &, 
which wiped out two-thirds of 
the Niagara Mohawk Power 
Corporation station, causing 
damage estimated at $20,000,000, 
was the second largest on rec- 
ord, but even then it was just 
one of a series of slides, large 
and small, which have been o¢- 
curring ever since the falls 
came into existence. 

Erosion and earth shock, the 
scientists explain, have been 
changing Niagara’s 
face for thousands of years. 
The unseen wearing away goes 
on every day, as thousands of 
tourists unknowingly watch. 

Since Father Louis Hennepin, 
a Redemptorist priest, first 
viewed the mighty cataract in 
1678, the crestlines of the falis 
have changed greatly. Records 
of the crestlines have been kept 
since 1764. In less than two 
centuries, the Horseshoe falis 
have receded 865 feet. 

The endless change in the 
falis is just another example of 
the earth’s forces at work, in 
the words of Dr. Austin C. 
McTigue, seismologist and head 
of the physics department at 
Canisius College in Buffalo. 

These forces, he explains, 
have been at work countless 
thousands of years. During the 
ice age the glaciers in the falls 
area, as well as elsewhere, 
pushed the earth’s crust down- 
ward. When the ice disap- 
peared, the earth started to 
push back up again. The earth 
is still coming back into bal- 
ance, Dr. McTigue explains, its 
crust rising and creating stress 
in the rock which gives way in 
the recesses of the earth, caus- 
ing tremors. It was such a 
tremor which caused the recent 
slide. 

Erosion, the other enemy of 
the falls, acts in two ways. First 
there is the unseen and slow 
wearing away of the 60-foot- 
thick layer of Lockport dolo- 
mite, a hard lime rock which 
forms the bed of the river above 
the falls. 

Second, there is the washing 
away or scouring effect of the 
falling water against strata of 
soft shale and sandstone under- 


lying the hard dolomite. The 
dolomite is undercut. Then 
comes an earth shock. The hard 
rock cracks. Usually it is a 
small crack, not enough to 
make it fall. 

But water starts running 


through the crack, and pres- 
sure from the water, and from 
ice in winter, widens the crack. 
This causes further loss of co- 
hesion, dissolves the dolomite 
and calcite, until eventually the 
hard cap rock falls of its own 
weight. 

That, scientists have ex- 
plained, is what happened July 
28, 1954, when 185,000 tons of 
rock and shale collapsed, drop- 
ping Prospect Point into the 
gorge. It explains in general 
every rock slide which has oc- 
curred at the falls. 

There was a slight difference, 
however, in the recent slide 
which damaged the Niagara 
Mohawk Power plant. The plant 
is situated downstream from the 
falls. In this case, studies have 
shown, it was seepage, either 
surface water or water from the 
plant’s canals and penstocks, or 
conduits, which filled the 
cracks. Pressure widened them. 
The seepage reached the soft 
shale and washed it out. The 
cap rock collapsed. 

The seven-mile gorge below 
the river is in itself striking 
evidence of the erosion which 
has been going on since the 
time, in the ice age, when it 
tumbled in an estimated 300- 
foot drop right into Lake On- 
tario. Geologists have various- 
ly estimated the time taken to 
cut this gorge at 5000 to 100,- 
000 years. 

Whereas the Horseshoe falls 
have receded 865 feet since rec- 
ords have been kept, the Amer- 
ican falls have fared better. 
They are protected at the foot 
by a pile of rock debris. The 
rock pile, the result of previous 
Slides, prevents to some degree 
the effects of erosion. 

The presence of Goat Island 
diverts about 95 per cent of 
the river's flow over Horseshoe 
falls, This cuts down the force, 
and at the same time the 
erosive action of the American 
falls. As a consequence the re- 
cession of the crestline at 
American falls has been negli- 
gible. 

On the other hand, the im- 
mense volume of flow over the 
Horseshoe falls has so eroded 
the center of the cascade that 
what once resembled a horse-

more like a fishhook. Eventual- 
ly, scientists say, 
falls will wear back past the 
end of Goat Island, capturing 
all the water of the Niagara 
river, which will mean the end 
of the American falls.

UT a slight distance upward 
Biro Goat Island, the hard 
cap rock of dolomite begins 


to slant downward into the 
earth. As erosion wears it 
down, the height of the falls 


will decline until at last it be- 
comes a series of cascades and 
rapids. 

Serious studies directed at 
preserving the falls have been 
made since 1905, but it was not 
until 1942 that the United 
States and Canada decided to 
act. First, a submerged dam 
was built on the Canadian side 
of the river, about a mile and 
a half upstream from the falls. 
In addition to providing more 
water diversion for power gen-

tained the natural level of the 
Chippewa-Grass Islands _ pool, 
and also increased the flow 
over the American falls, adding 
greatly to their beauty. 

Continued studies showed the 
importance of attacking the ero- 
sion problem. The Niagara Di- 
version Treaty of 1950 gave the 
International Joint Commission 
trusteeship to preserve and en- 
hance the beauty of the river 
and falls. The treaty provides 
that diversion of water for 
power purposes shall be made 
which will reduce the flow over 
the falls to less than 100,000 
cubic feet a second during day- 
light hours of the tourist season, 
or 50,000 cubic feet a second 
at any other time. 


The Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of Ontario and the 
Corps of Engineers, United 
States Army, began work in 
1953 on a remedial program. 
A 1550-foot control structure 
which looks like a bridge going 
nowhere, was built in the vicin- 
ity of the sunken weir, to con- 
trol the water level and the flow 
over both falls. In order to 
produce an unbroken crestline 
and the desired distribution of 
water, 
vated. On the Goat Island flank 
of the Horseshoe, 24,000 cubic 
yards of rock were removed, 
creating a new channel to the 
lip of the cascade. On the Ca- 
nadian flank, 64,000 cubic yards 
of rock were removed for the 
same purpose. 


To eliminate ineidental flows 
over the extremities of the 
crest, and to give an unbroken 
curtain of water, fills were 
made on each flank of the 
Horseshoe. The work has cost 
$12,800,000. It is generally 
agreed that the more even flow 
of water adds greatly to the 
beauty of the falls. 

Since a lesser flow of water, 
more evenly spread, now goes 
over the falls, erosion has been 
reduced to some extent. But 
there is still erosion, and there 
are still earth shocks. Even to- 
day engineers and geologists of 
the Niagara Frontier State 
Parks Commission, a New York 
state agency for control of the 
Niagara reservation, are watch-

Here is a letter from a mother who disagrees with 
giving a bottle at bedtime: 

“IT have had seven children and have for 17 years been 
land still am taking children at birth and caring for them 
until adopted. In your reply to a recent letter from a 
young mother who feels she has a sleeping problem you 
advised that her child is acting in a normal way, and ad- 
vised her to keep on giving a bottle at bedtime. In my 
opinion, this mother is only building up more trouble for 
herself if she follows your advice. 

“All children need love. Love your baby while you 
bathe him, hold him and make him feel secure and deeply 
loved at bedtime, but then put him down to sleep. If he 
cries, fine. That is necessary exercise. As long as he is 
fed and dry, let him alone. If you associate bottle and 
bedtime, your problems will continue on and on, especially 
if another child comes along. 

“It’s hard to hear them cry but you will have a better 
child for it. Believe me! Doctors study from books. Moth- 
ers learn the hard way—experience!”

Frightened Refugees Describe Pattern of Communist Pressure and Violence

This is the second of two 
articles on how agents of 
Communist countries are con- 
ducting a campaign of co- 
ercion and actual physical 
violence in the United States 
to force Iron Curtain refugees 
te return home. 


NEW YORK, July 16 (INS). 


,EORGE FILIPIAK awoke 
with an eerie feeling that he 
was not alone in his dark- 

ened room. The fear became 
reality when he opened his eyes. 
A strangér was sitting on the 
bed of his New Britain (Conn.) 
home. 

Startled by the early morning 
incursion, Filipiak—one of 22 
Polish seamen who had defected 
to the United States in October, 
1954—hesitantly asked what the 
man wanted. 

“Have no fear, don’t worry,” 
the stranger replied, trying to 
soothe the upset youth. “I am 
from the Polish Embassy in 
Washington.” 

Recalling the visit by Em- 
bassy employe Eugene Szcze- 
panik, the 33-year-old seaman 
told how the Communist agent 
tried to pressure him to return 
home. When the 10-minute 
“sales talk” failed, Filipiak de- 
clared, the intruder handed over 
a letter from his wife still in 
Poland, pleading for him to 
come back “so we could all be 
happy together.” 

“My wife was writing, but it 
was dictated,” the seaman 
said. 

Filipiak, whose real name is 
being withheld at his request, 
said he understood Szczepanik 
then approached other Polish 
escapees living in the same 
neighborhood. 

A week later, shepherded by 
two Polish Embassy representa- 
tives, three of the group which 
had come to the United states 
from Formosa, made a sudden 
departure for Poland. One of 
the trio, Filipiak said, was seen 
being “dragged” out of his 
house to a waiting Embassy car. 
A new automobile owned by 
one of the sailors was left 
standing in the street. All their 
personal possessions were 
abandoned. 

This was to form a pattern 
for the later “voluntary” re- 
patriation of five Russian sea- 
men last April 7 under the 
watchful eye and guidance of 
Chief Soviet United Nation 
Delegate Arkady Sobolev and 
his staff. The Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee flatly 
labeled their departure as 
“kidnaping.” 

The experiences of one of the 
five since his arrival in October, 
1955, shows just how free their 
choice was. 

Victor Ryabenko, 23, of Pat- 
erson, N. J., was accosted on 
the New York subway and 
warned that he better go home 
if he knew what was good for 
him. Some weeks later Com- 
munist agents tapped his 
shoulder at a dance and handed 
him some letters from his 
mother, sisters, father and 
friends pleading for him to 
come back. 

Then in February of this 
year, Russian Ambassador 
Georgi Zaroubin tried to con- 
vince him to return. Ryabenko 
wrote him on March 2 that he 
“liked America” and “under 
no circumstances” wanted to 
go back to the Soviet Union. 

The second phase of the 
Soviet campaign — straight 
strongarm stuff—began a week 
before Ryabenko finally left 
the country. A neighbor, 
Michael Maslov, 58, said Rya- 
benko was accosted in the 
street .and told te return to 
Russia. 

Two nights before he showed 
up at Idlewild airport, Ryaben- 
ko and his roommate Nikolai 
Vaganov were “pale, frightened 
and ill at ease,” according to 
their landlord, Wassilii Kowa- 
lew. The reason: They were be- 
ing visited, uninvited, by two 
men Kowalew believes were 
“Soviet officials.” 

Kowalew said when he went 
to Ryabenko’s room the next 
morning there was “wild dis- 
order.” The carpet was com- 
pletely crumpled; the ashtray 
had been overturned and thrown 
on the floor; phonograph rec- 
ords had been smashed and 
scattered, the beds were rum- 
pled and their clothes strewn 
about. 

Ryabenko’s blue shirt and 
undershirt—which he wore the 
night before—were found cut 
and bloodstained near the right 
breast pocket. 

Those among the Polish and 
Russian seamen who did not 
give in to the Communist pres- 
sure, and outright violence, are 
nonetheless frightened. They 
are afraid to talk publicly about 
their experiences. 

Polish Seaman Stanislow X 
is so fearful for his family’s 
safety he refused an invitation 
to appear before the Senate 
committee. Through an inter-

preter he reluctantly told a re- 
porter that he is “very nervous” 
because of what is happening 
to his wife in Poland. 


Hours before he was to testi- 
fy, he received a letter from 
Warsaw informing him his wife 
had been “thrown out of her 
home.” 

“I do not want to cause any 
more hardship for my family,” 
he said, in explaining his at- 
titude.

NLY a few days ago another 
( letter arrived. “They will 
not harm a hair on your 
head,” his wife wrote. 

Tae Communist agents have 
been working on him since last 
November. 


The Communists have hit 
upon another, simple, effective 
way to force the return home of 
many anti-Communist refugees. 
They send anonymous letters to 
the United States Immigration 
Service “squealing” on those 
who took assumed names for 
their safety. 


The Government, refugee 
groups claimed, unwittingly 
obliges the Communists by 


moving to send the escapees 
back to certain death or im- 
prisonment. The propaganda 
price America pays for this 
“service” to Communism is im- 
measurable. The rigid Ameri- 
can law against giving false 
information makes it easier for 
the Communist agents to black- 
mail those they ferret out who

found asylum from tyranny with 
a false name and background. 

Serge Szeiko, 37, found free- 
dom with the aid of American 
Army officers in 1945. The 
Russians made attempts to get 
him back but Szeiko, a former 
major in a tank battalion, es- 
caped by taking a new name 
and nationality. 

He arrived in America in 
1948, worked for a time in New 
Jersey and Philadelphia as an 
automobile mechanic, settled 
down in New York, married and 
had three children. Serge and 
his wife, Marina, are staunch 
anti-Communists, happy to be 
in America. 

Col. Viadimir Rudolph, editor 
of the Voice of Liberation, said 
Szeiko was summoned to Im- 
migration one day recently to 
be questioned about his back- 
ground. 

“Information has been re- 
ceived,” Szeiko was told, ‘that 
he was a former member of the 
Russian army and had been a 
member of the Young Com- 
munist League. Was this true, 
the questioner wanted to know” 

Yes, it was, Szeiko admitted. 
He tried to explain that he 
was forced to join the Com- 
munist organization in order to 
attend the Soviet Military 
Academy, that he was violent- 
ly anti-Communist 

A deportation hearing was 
ordered. The young mechanic, 
earning $70 a week, had to bor- 
row $1500 to fight against being 
returned to a slave labor camp.
